of ships under construction. 


Trouble With Big Liners Nov. 


Jt ts said that some of the great liners 

upon backing out of their slips now drift 
half a mile down the river before they 
can be straightened out for sea, to the 
great danger of the enormous water- 
borne commerce. Recent collisions be- 
tween liners are referred to as emphasiz- 
ing the necessity of avoiding a further 
reduction of the fairway. 

The board emphatically dissants ‘from 
the assertion that the Hudson tunnels 
have greatly relieved the congestion in 
the river. It holds that they do not di- 
minish the traffic, if for no other reason 
than that they only handle passengers 
and no freight. 

The board then indulges in a picture of 
the future New York, which it sees as a 
city of ten million people. It declares that 
the truck traffic will greatly increase, 
which means more ferries. Lighterage 
and coal traffic.in barges is sure to be 
enor y stinubkkted when the new Erte 
and Champlain canals are completed, 
while there is already in contemplation 
the establishment of lines of express 
steamers plying between the extreme up- 
per part of Manhattan and downtown dis- 
tricts to relieve the congestion on the sur- 
face and subway lines. Says the board: 

It would be a grave mistake to yield any 
portion of the existing area of waterway 
so long as the largest steamships can be 
provided with suitable wharves at other 
oints, even though to do so will require 
radical changes in the systems of con- 
structing docks straight out from the shore. 
The board meets the steamship lines’ 

plea that they cannot move their docks 
without inconveniencing incoming passen- 
gers seeking the great hoteis by the state- 
ment that its Anvestigations show that 

‘the centre of the hotel district is now 
about the corner of Sixth Avenue and 
Forty-second Street, while the two great 
terminals of New York City are situated 
on Seventh Avenue, between Thirty-first 
and Thirty-third Streets, and at Forty- 
second Street and Madison Avenue.”’

The Board finds that the only new condi- 
tion that has arisen since this decision was 
announced by the Secretary of War is the 
discontinuance of one ferry line, namely, the 
Pennsylvania Ferry to Twenty-third Street, 
and it is the opinion of the board that this 
change does not warrant a modification of 
the decision of the War Department.

If the report of the New York Harbor 
Line Board should be confirmed by Sec- 
retary of War Dickinson, which is highly 
probable, in view of his previous attitude 
on this questicn, it méans that there will 
be ro pier in New York long enough to 
dock the White Star liner Olympic when 
she arrives on Juné 21.

“There is still hope,’ said Mr. Frank- 
lin, “‘that these two fine liners will be 
able to berth in Manhattan, which is the 
Only place for them in New York Harbor. 
Failing the extension of the piers 100 
feet there are two alternatives open for 
the Olympic when she arrives. One is to 
moor her at the present White Star piers 
in the Chelsea section and have the &5 
feet of her stern, which will project into 
the river, protected by lighters. The 
other woulda be to anchor her off Bedloe’s 
Island and have the passengers taken off 
by tenders and the freight in lighters.”’ 

Dock Commissioner Tomkins was hope- 
ful that the permit would be granted by 
the New York Harbor Line Board tem- 
porarily until he had done away with the 
railroad floats on the lower river and put 
the big Atlantic liners back below Chris- 
topher Street Ferry, where they were 
twenty-five years azo.

WANTS TO TUNNEL HELL GATE 


Consolidated Gas Co. Planning to Run 
a Main Tube to the Bronx. 


The Consolidated Gas Company has filed 
a petition with the War Department for 
permission to construct a main-carrying 
tunnel under Hell Gate, from Long Island 
to the Bronx, which will be the largest 
bore of its kind in the world. 

The gas from the company’s plant at 
Astoria is now carried into the Bronx by 
a pipe line under the East River to the 
foot of Ninetyv-seventh Street, and thence 
north by smaller mains. The new tunnel 
will run direct from Astoria to property 
owned by the company at Port Morris. 
The tunnel will run at a depth of 275 feet. 
It will be 17 by 17 feet, and arched in 
Shape. It is planned to have the tunnel 
carry two 72-inch mains for the present. 

Tt will be necessary for the tunnel to 
pass under a small plot of city property 
in the Bronx, and the company is now 
negotiating with the Corporation Counsel 
for a determination of the easement to 
be pa#i. It has proposed $1,000. The city 
is asking 82.000. and it is probable that 
it will be settled at $1,500. 


PUT OUT THE FIRE HIMSELF. 











His Home, Burning One of His Hands. 


Lyttleton Fox, the lawyer,,;of 136 East 
Seventy-second Street, extinguished a fire 
in his home last night without the as- 
sistance of the Fire Department. but he 
burned his left hand.

PLAIN TALK BY PRESIDENT 





Tells Publishers That Insinuations of 
Political Motives Have No Basis 
—$250,000 Spent in Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, March i1.—Mazazine 
publishers who are opposir.g the proposal 
of Postmaster Genera! Hitchcock to in- 
crease the rate of postage on the adver- 
tising matter in their publications were 
infurmed to-day that they had won their 
nint so far as the present session of 
Congress was concerned. Because of the 
wiressure of business in the Senate and 
the fear of a filibuster by friends of 
the magazines, the provision for the in- 
crease has been omitted from the Pust 
Office Appropriation bill as reported. 

President Taft, however, had a set-to 
with some of the publishers this morn- 
ing, and toid them that he intended to 
keep up his fight to the end of his term 
if he did not win it before. He also 
told some of the things he thinks about 
the campaign they have waged against 
tne proposition. 

The delegation, which was headed by 
Graham C. Patterson, editor of Pacific 
Monthly, and inclided representatives of 
various Western publications, told the 
President that the magazines were not 
respensible for the postal and 
that if it could be demonsirated that they 
were they would cheerfully submit to an 
increasé in postage. All they wanted was 
a thorough investigation of the whole. 

“You say you want an investigation,”’ 
retorted the President. ‘‘ Why, the Gov- 
ernment of the United States has spent 
$250,000 to make an investigation. There 
was a hearing before the committee a 
year ago. It is nearly two years since I 
made a’recommendation about this busi- 
ness. A year ago there was a hearing 
before the committee, and Mr. Wilder, 
who represented Butterick’s Magazine, 
made an answer which, as I understand 
it, was accepted by the Association of 
Periodicals as their answer. The reply of 
the Post Office showed it to be a very in- 
suff_cient. answer. ) 

“There has been a very thorough in- 
vestigation by the men who know most 
about it in the Post Office Department, 


and I must follow their recommendation 
because I believe it to be well founded.

“You may be able to defeat the pres- 
ent proposal. These things are frequently 
capable of defeat for a time. But as long 
as I have any power T am going to rec- 
ommerd the consideration of this question 
until it is settled. It is not in the slighf- 
est spirit of hostility to the magazines that 
I have made this recommendation, but be- 
cause T am responsible for the govern- 
ment of the United States and the admin- 
istration of it. and am hound to cal! the 
attention of Congress to the expenditure 
of revenue and the failures of receipts, 
when those receipts are not suchas they 
ought to be, because some class is getting 
the benefit of something for nothing from 
the Government. 

“This agitation has brought out meth- 
ods that I doubt if vou 2ll approve. Cer- 
tainly there are quite a number of gentle- 
men who are interested in the same line 
of business as you are who do not ap- 
prove. and I venture to suggest that meth- 
ods of that kind are wus&ed to defend a 
cause for which there is no defense.’

NO WESTERN ROAD APPEAL. 


Eastern Railroads Have Not Yet De- 
clded on Their Attitude. 


CHICAGO, March 1.—Thirty-five West- 
ern railroads decided to-day to make no 
appeal from the recent decision of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission deny- 
ing the roads the right to increase freight 
rates. They will accept the decree of the 
commission as final. 

The decision was reached at a meeting 
to-day of representatives of the roads at 


the Western trunk line association head- 
quarters here. The opinion was advanced 
by many that the roads would be unable 
to make any stronger showing before the 
new commerce court than tney had before 
the commission, and that once the new 
court had ruled its decree would be bind- 
ing for two years. 

It also was argued that if the roads 
comply with the decree without objection 
and. withdraw the advanced tariffs before 
March 10, there will be an opportunity at 
@ later date to submit advances on cer- 
tain rates, some of which may méét with 
favor. 





The proposed meeting of railroad Pres- 
idents, which was to have been héld to- 
day to consider the rate decision, will 
probably be put off. Lawyers to whom 
the legal questions involved were com- 
mitted have not vet completed their work, 
and until thev doa it is likely that the 
meeting of railroad heads will be allowed 
to wait.

MEXICAN SENTENCE 
ENRAGES AMERICANS 


Farrell Sent to Jail for Tan Years 
for Lending Pistol to Man Whose 
Life Was in Peril. 























JUDGE IN CASE ANTI-FOREIGN 





American in Prison at Ensenada—In- 
quiry Shows Two Men Were Ar- 
‘ rested on American Soll. 





AUSTIN, Texas, March 1.—American 
residents of Zacatecas, Mexicu, are send- 
ing out an appeal for aid from their coun- 
trymen in obtaining the release from pris-~ 
on of J. A. Farrell, an American who was 
recenty convicted of complicity in mur- 
der at that place and was sentenced to 
ten years in prison. 

An account of the affair is given in a 
letter received here. It says that Farrell, 
who had been detajned in prison for three 
and a half months pending trial for com- 
plicity in the killing of a Mexican laborer, 
was sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment 
by Criminal Judge Marentes. 

Farrell was arrested because the crime 
was committed with a pistol owned by 
him, and under Mexican law he was an 
accessory before the fact. 

The shooting took place on the property 
of La Fé Mines, in Guadalupe, in the 
State of Zacatecas, where Farrell was 
master mechanic. A man named José 
Calvillo went on the property under the 
influence of liquor, and, proceeding- to 
the storeroom of the company, threatened 
the life of “Langote, the storekeeper, who 
rushed into the room where Farrell was 
busy writing letters, and begged for Far- 
rell’s pistol, as he was afraid Calvillo 
would kill him. Farrell did not like to 
lend the weapon, but Langote came again 
five minutes later, and this time Farrell 
gave in and handed him his automatic 
pistol. 

This was the offense for which Farrell 
has been sentenced to ten-years’ imprison- 
ment. He is at present in the Criminal 
Hospital suffering from fever contracted 


“A grave aspect of the affair, and 
éne which-lends a sinister importance to 
it, is the fact that the Judge who tried 
the case is known in Zacatecas to bé no- 
toriously anti-foreign. From the very 
start he has shown bias in the manner in 
which the evidence was taken. All the 
witn@®sses who were thought to be hostile 
to Farrell were heard, while the evidence 
of his friends was only taken after re- 
peated representations from Farrell's 
lawyer. ' | 

“Even as the evidence stands it is 
the opinion of the defending lawyer, as 
also of the Secretary of the American Em- 
bassy, who was sent from Mexico to 
look into the case, that there is not suf- 
ficient evidence against Farrell to justify 
his being detained for one hour. 

‘‘Knowing these facts and knowing 
Farrell, it is not to be wondered at that 
the foreign colony of Zacatecas is en- 
raged at what is palpably an injustice. 
Yarréill is one of the best-living men one 
could wish to meet, and hig friends think 
is monstrous that he should be suspected 


even for a moment of being accessory to 
the death of any human being.”’ 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., March 1.~Passengers 
arriving here last night by steamer from 
Ensenada brought the report that an 
American is in jail at Ensenada as a re- 
sult of a dynamite explosion there last 
Yriday night, Considerable loss of prop- 
erty is said to have been caused by the 
explosion, but no one was injured. 

The American, whose name has not 
been learned, was immediately arrested 
on suspicion of being implicated. 

According to the passengers there is 
considerable feeling against Americans in 
Lower California. 

No further news has been received con- 
cerning Harry C. Dell, the American ar- 
rested at Tia Juana and taken to Ense- 
nada. 


EL PASO, March 1.—An agent of the 
Department of Justice of the United 
States to-day completed an investigation 
of the assertion of Lawrence Converse 
of.Los Angeles and Edwin Blatt of Pitts- 
— that they were arrested on American 
Soil. 

He says all the evidence carroborates 
the statement of the méen. He found a 
boat tied in the river where they said they 
had left it. On this boat, the men said, 
they crossed from Mexico.

NEW ENVOY TO PORTUGAL. 


Place Found for Representative Bou- 
teli, Defeated at Primaries. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—Representa- 
tive Henry S. Boutell of Illinois was 
to-day nominated by President Taft to be 
United States Minister to Portugal. Mr. 
Boutell, who is a closé friend of Speaker 
Cannon, was defeated for the Republican 
Congressional nomination in his district 
at the laSt primary election. 

The appointment suggested the inquiry 
at the State Department to-day as to 


whether Mr. Boutell’s credentials wou'd 
be accredited to the provisional Govern- 
ment of Portugal. and whtther this would 
constitute recognition by the United Stater 
of the republican administration.

FOSDICK DISCOVERS GRAFT 





Also Reports Lax Methods of Admin- 
istration and Members Engaged 


in Outside Businesses. 





Tire Commissioner Waldo will remove 
Joseph’ L. Burke, head of the Bureau 
of Combustibles of the Fire Department, 
and the majority of the sixteen Inspectors 
of the office to-day On the strength of a 
report on the condition of the bureau by 
Commissioner of Accounts Fosdick. 

Mr. Waldo is not yet ready to announce 
the name: of the successor to Burke, but 
says he will be a man who has adminis- 
trative ability and knows something 
about the kind of work that the Bureau 
of Combustibles has to do with. 

Soon after he went into office Commis- 
sioner Waldo decided that the adminis- 
tration of the bureau was not what it 
should be, and decided to overhaul it. 
Before he had gone very far in his inves- 
tigation he found that to make it thor- 
ough he would have to call outside wit- 
nesses. He has not the power to do this 
under the law, and therefore requested 
the Mayor to turn the matter over to the 
Commissioner of Accounts. This the May- 
or did, and Commissioner Fosdick has 
been at work on the investigation for 
several months. He filed his report with 
the Mayor yesterday, revealing a shock- 
ing condition of affairs in the bureau. 
Commissioner Waldo was only waiting for 
the report to act. 

Burke is charged with neglect of duty 
and incompetence, and several of his In- 
spectors are charged with irregularities. 
Two of them were found to be engaged in 
business dealing with matters which they 
had to pass upon in their official capacity, 
and evidences were found that there prob- 


ably has been a system.of minor graft in 
the bureau. Garages were permitted to 
run without licenses, and general laxity 
in carrying out the rules and regulations 
of.the bureau were discovered. 


A McClellan Man. 


All of the men in the bureau were in- 
herited by Commissioner Waldo from the 
last administration. Burke has been the 
head of the office since December, 1907. 
He is a typical political office-holder and 
was a member of the McClellan forces in 
the latter’s fight against Tammany Hall. 
For several years he has tried at every 

rimary to oust John J. Dietz, Tammany 
eader of the Twenty-fourth Assembly 
District, from his place. ' 

The Bureau of Combustibles has juris- 
diction over the storage, sale, and use of 
pedi-combustible materials im the city and 
the enforcement of all the regulations in 
these matters drawn up by the Municipal 
Explosives Commission. Commissioner 
Fosdick reports that he found the bu- 
reau in bad shape from top to bottom. Of 
Burke he says: 

‘*He appears to lack not only executive 
capacity, but even a technical knowledge 
of his bureau. He was unable to define 
many of the important features of the reg- 
ulations which, under the law, he is 
Obliged to enforce. He could not give the 
Specific gravity or flash point of inflam- 
mable liquids. He knew nothing of the 
character of dwellings in relation to the 
issuance of permits for wholesale drugs 
and chemicals. 

‘“‘His knowledge of garage regulations 
and requirements was wholly inadequate. 
He could recall very little of the regu- 
lations in regard to the size and cun- 
struction of magazines. He admitted that 
the licenses and permits for garages were 
issued upon the approval of Mr. Horne, 
one of his subordinates. ‘I make my re- 

orts on the theatres; that is about all, 

e said. In our opinion, Mr. Burke is 
entirely incapable of: discharging the du- 
ties of his present position.”’ 


Garages Violated Lavs. 


It Is one of the functions of the bureau 
to issue permits to garages and see that 
they are kept in a safe condition. Com- 
missioner Fosdick’s men investigated 2386 
garages, selected at random, in Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx. In them 786 viola- 
tions of the regulations laid down by the 
Explosives Commission were found, and 
only 838 of the total number strictly com- 
plied with the law. Twenty-nine garages 
were found operating without any license 
whatever, 18 never having had a license 
and 10 whose licenses nad expired and 
had not been renewed. 

“Thirty-eight places were found where 
wooden floors and stairways’ existed 
throughout the building, with no pre- 
cautions against fire; twenty-four places 
where the floors were oil-soaked, with a 
generally filthy condition conducive to 
easy ignition and quick conflagration, and 
thirty-eight cases where the conditions 
were exceedingly dangerous,’’ says the re- 
port... 

The report says that Inspector McCabe 
of the bureau testified that one garage 
which he had condemned obtained a li- 
cense, nevertheless, ‘‘ through political 
influence,”” he understood. 

‘“‘It appeared that in many cases vio- 
lations were shown on the reports to exist 
at the time that the inspection was made, 
and yet permits were issued by the head 
of the bureau without subsequent inspec- 
tion to show that these violations were re- 
moved or even considered at the time of 
the issuance of the permit,” it continued. 

‘‘ Samuel-Hodkinson is at present an oil 
surveyor in the Bureau of Combustibles. 
He ulso appears to be interested in the 
Garage Equipment Company in_ which his 
wife, hig sister, and his son are Directors 
and stockholders, the last named being 
President and Manager. This apeeeeny is 
eF¥enged in the installation of gasoline 
outfits and the manufacture and sale or 
nil garage equipments.” 

Hodkinson is charged with having con- 
demned garage furnishings supplied by 
some other firm and recommended those 
of his company. 

Another ease is that of Surveyor Purdy, 
who, the report says. is in the oil-test- 
ing business at 128 Water Street, and 8&1 
Pine Street, under the firm name of 
W. 8S. Purdy & Co, 

The report says that the inspection of 
places handling oy chemeals, and oils 
by the bureau, has been equally lax with 
that of the garages, On this peint it 
says: 

“It is estimated that the revenues of 
the city could be increased $150,000 a year 
if all those who handle drugs, chemicals, 
and oils and otier Inflammable and com- 
bustible materialg were compelled to take 
out the licenses réquired by the city’s 
regulations.” 

The other matter to which particular at- 
tention is devoted in the report is blast- 
ing operations and the general use and 
handling of dynamite. The report states 
that Mr. Fosdick’s men made their ex- 
fminations of this phase of the question 
last December, when there were few 
Pasting operations going on, but says that 
despite this, a sérious condition of affairs 
was found in the handling of dynamite. 

‘‘In a few cases the ganzerous method 
obtained of heating the dynamite by plac- 
ing it in pails of hot water,” it is stated. 
‘Other dangerous conditions were found, 
as, fot example, the location of a maga- 
gine within twenty feet of a church of 
wooden construction, dilapidated conditions 
of magazinés, proximity of exploding 
caps to magazines, also to the éngine 
and boiler. ; 

“The increase in blasting for building 
purposes, and the extensive operaticns 
In neecssary by railroad and subway 
eonstruction add also to the responsibility 
and importance of this wranch of the

TENEMENT DYNAMITED. 


Tenants of East 45th St. Bullding, At- 
tacked Once Before, Flee In Panic. 


An explosion of dynamite wrecked the 
fronts of the two stores on the ground 
floor of the five-story Italian tenement, 
207 East Forty-fifth Street, a few minu- 
tes after one o’clock this morning and 
shattered hundreds of windows in the 
neighborhood, The dynamiters escaped 
before the arrival of the police. 

This is the same tenement that was at- 
tacked in a similar manner three months 
ago. When this morning’s shock came 
the panic-stricken tenants swarmed down 
the stairway in their night clothes and 
fled to the street for safety. 

The dynamiters. evidently aimed to in- 
jure ar destroy the store of Louis Sfer- 
raza, a grocer whose place of business is 
on the west side of the building. The 
grocer and his family were hurled from 
their beds in the rear of the ground floor. 
They were not injured. 

Sferraza, according to the police of the 
East Fifty-first Street Station, has been 
receiving threatening letters for months. 
The station officers assert that some one 
who envies Sferraza his advantageous 
business location has started a campaign 
of outrage and intimidation. 

The area affected by the explosion 
reached from the north side of Forty- 
sixth Street to the south side of Forty- 
fourth Street, and from Second to Third 
Avenue. The crash of the exploding 
dynamite was succeeded by a rain of 
glass splinters from windows in the vicin- 
ity.

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LONG NIGHT SESSION 


Democrats Oppose Tariff Board 
Bill Brought to the Front by 
Republican Agreement. 








NO VOTE ON RECIPROCITY 


President Gives Up the Idea and Tries 
to Get the Decks Clear for 
Special Session.

WASHINGTON, Thursday, March 2.— 





What promised to be another all-night 


1:35 o'clock this morning. The filibuster 
over the bill to create a permanent tariff 
board was not ended, but time was given 
for the Democrats to hold a caucus. 

The Democratic Senators. while causing 


delay, protested that they were not con- 
ducting a filibuster, but needed time to 
define their position. Senator Beveridge, 
who had charge of the bill, questioned 
the Democrats closely as to their inten- 
tions, and drew from them statements 
that they could not promise, but believed 
there would not be any attempt to ob- 
struct a vote if they were permitted to 
— their homes and get a night’s 
rest. 

After Mr. Beveridge had stated that he 
was willing to accept the statements of 
the Democrats he moved to adjourn. The 
motion carricd--20 to 24. The Senate will 
resume consideration of the measure soon 
after it meets at 11 ’clock to-day and Re- 
publicans confidently expect that it will 
pass. 

It was nearly 10 o'clock in the evening 
when the fight for the Tariff Board bill 
began. The session, since the vote on the 
Lorimer case at 1:30 in the afternoon, 
had been devoted to the Agricultural Ap- 
propriation bill, on which Senator Hey- 
burn alone had kept up a filibuster on 
account of its Forest Service provisions. 
Mr. Heyburn had given a half-way prom- 
ise Tuesday, when Lorimer was still in 
danger, not to filibuster against the Tarif? 

3oard bill. He was expected to take some 
time in explaining his objections to it and 
then to quit: But in the afternoon, when 
Senator Beveridge, in charge of the Tariff 
Board bill, had it laid aside to take up 
the Agricultural Appropriation bill, Mr. 
Hepburn at once started in on his oid pet 
hobby of the Forest Service and did just 
as good work in delay as though it had 
been the Tariff Board bill. 

The agreement of the regular Repub- 
licans with the insurgents who are push- 
ing the Tariff Board bill was that they 
would stand by to-night and give the in- 
Surgents an all-night session if neces- 
sary, and if the measure could be brought 
to a vote they were also pledged to put it 
through. That was the price they paid 
for the privilege of voting to keep Mr. 
Lorimer in the Senate. 

When the Agricultural bill had been 
passed Mr. Penrose asked that the Postal 
Appropriation bill be taken up, and Mr. 
Beveridge insisted on having the Tariff 
Board bill considered. Mr. Penrose then 
made a neat little speech, in which he 
recognized the right of the advocates of 
the Tariff Board bill to get it to a vote, 
and practically served notice on all the 
regulars to stand by and help them get it. 
Thereupon the bill was taken up. 

Senator Stone, who had been expected 
all along to conduct a filibuster against 
the measure, took the floor and started 
in. Just before 11 o’clock Senator Money 
moved to recommit the bill to tre Finance 
Committee. This was after a colloquy 
between Messrs. Stone and Hale over the 
fact that Mr. Beveridge was in charge 
of the meusure, although not a member 
of the’ Finance Committee, which re- 
ported it. Mr. Money declared that it 
was a violation of all the Senate prece- 
dents to have other than a member of 
the committee reporting a bill in charge 
of it on the floor. 

Mr. Penrose again deferred to Mr. Bever- 
idge, and by a party vote Mr. Money’s 
motion was defeated. Mr, Owen voted 
with the Republicans. 

President Taft has reached the conclu- 
sion that it will be impossible to obtain 
anv action tv the Senate on the Cana- 
dian reciprocity agreement in the short 
time remaining of this session, and that 
an extra session of Congress is unavoid- 
able. He has practically abandoned his 
own efforts to bring the reciprocity 
agreement to a vote this week and is turn- 
ing his attention now entirely to the 
effort to get as much other legislation 
out of the way as possibly can be Gone. 
He is working to have ali the appropria- 
tion bills passed if possible, so that there 
shall be no need for the special session 
to give any time to them. 

For a Jong time now the President has 
been taking stock of the situation in the 
next Congress with special regard to reci- 
pracity. He has learned that the House 
will be even more favorable to the 
Canadian agreement than is the present 
House, which passed it by such an over- 
whelming majority. In the next Senate 
he is confident that there will be more 
than two to one in favor of the agree- 
ment,

BILL TO IMPROVE FIFTH AVE. 


Legislative Measure Proposed to Make 
it a More Sightly Thoroughfare. 


The Fifth Avenue Association will 
shortly prepare a bill for presentation to 


the Legislature which will be the first 
step in its campaign for the architectural 
beautification of the avenue. The bill 
will give the Borough President power to 
reject plans for new buildings and altera- 
tions which don’t seem to conform with 
a general architectural plan which the 
association is drawing up. 

The motives which are responsible for 
the movement were expressed thus in an 
editorial in THe TIMEs yesterday: : 

“Fifth Avenue is tawdry. The vacan 
lots in its upper stretches are unkempt, 
they are depositories of city refuse, they 
are fronted with paths, not sidewalks, 
that are disgracefully kept. Where tbe 
bloeks are filled in, there is no true sub- 
Ordination of buildings, style, harmony 
of design, materials, color scheme, heigat, 
treatment of horizontal lines, and of ex- 
posed sides; no proper proportions of 
facades to the size of lots; inharmonious 
signs, awnings, projections, and mar- 
quees; and there are faults to be found 
with the street’s illumination, width, and 
character of sidewalks, paving, and tree 
planting. The owners of Fifth Avenue’s 
properties are wealthy enough. Hitherto 
they have manifested little public spirit 
in making this avenue what it should be, 
the finest street in the New World. A 
certain degree of sacrifice of individual 
interest in bringing this about would con- 
duce to the best interest of all the owners 
and of the city.’’ 

A committee consisting of Robert Grier 
Gooke, President of the association; Ar- 
nold F. Brunner, William M. Kendall of 
Mckim, Mead & White, and C. Grant La 
Farge, President of the New York Chap- 
ter of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects, held the first of a series of confer- 
ences with Borough President McAneny 
on the subject yesterday. Walter E. May- 
nard of the Fifth Avenue Building Com- 
pany and Simon Brentano are members of 
the committee of the association, as was 
also John M. Carrere. 


JAIL FOR .RUEF AT LAST. 


San Francisco ex-Boss Must Serve 14 
Year Bribery Sentence, Court Decides. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 1.—~An order 


committing Abraham Ruef, the former 
political leader of San Francisco, out on 
$250,000 bail, to San Quentin Penitentiary, 
where he will serve a term of fourteen 
years for bribing Supervisor John J. 
Furey, was made to-day by Superior Judge 
William P. Lawlor. 

Ruef was taken into custody immedi- 
ately after the court announced that a 
recent order granting him a rehearing 
had been vacated. This action was taken 
to mean that Ruef’s last hope of escap- 
ing his sentence had been dispelled, and 
Ruef was arrested as soon as possible 
thereafter. The court, however, granted 
him a seven days’ stay of execution of 
judgment to give him time in which to 
settle up his affairs before going to the 
penitentiary. 


VACCINATING FOR TYPHOID. 


Dr. Sarah J. McNutt Tells Rainy Day 
Club of Its Importance. 




















‘** Vaccination for Typhoid Fever’ -was 


the subject of a paper read by Dr. Sarah 
J. McNutt before the Rainy Day Club at 
the Hotel Astor yesterday afternoon. 
She told of the large number of deaths 
from typhoid fever, particularly in time 
of war among troops ‘n the ileld, and de- 
clared that whenever vaccination had 
been used the death rate had been re- 
duced. ° 

Dr. McNutt told of the beginning of 
the use of anti-typho vaccination in 1904. 
In India 60,000 troops were vaccinated, 
many in West Africa, and 1,400 in the 
United States Army. 

‘‘No harm has ever come from it,” she 
said in conclusion, ‘‘and it should be 
adopted by civilians as well as soldiers.”’

The Rev. Dr. Holmes Calls Ireland 


‘Faithless Priest ’’ at Jewish 
Peace Meeting. 





WAR WASTEFUL, SAYS WOMAN

And a Soldier, an Editor, and a Mer- 
chant Jolin - with Her and the 
Preacher in Saying-!it Must Go. 





The first peace meeting arranged dis- 
tinctively for Jewish people in this city 
was held last night when Rabbi Rudolph 


Grossman welcomed to his synagogue at 
Sixty-third Street and Lexington Avenue 
a woman, a minister, a soldier, an editor, 
and a merchent, who came to preach the 
Zospel of international peace. 

‘* Peace has always been the motto, the 


the aspiration of the Jew,”’ said Dr. Gross- | 
man in his short speech of welcome. 
‘* Peace is the cornerstone of every Jew- 
ish temple. The keynote of Israel's history 
and literature has been peace, and with 
the motto, ‘ Let there be peace’ written 
on their banners, the Jews have marched 
through the centuries.”’ 

The New York Peace Society, of which 
Andrew Carnegie is President, arranged 
the speakers for the evening. Major 
George Haven Putnam presided. He was 
the soldier, The woman was Mrs. Lucia 
Ames Mead of Boston, the minister Dr. 
John Haynes Holmes, pastor of Messiah 
Unitarian Church; Hamilton Holt of the 
Independent was the editor, and the mer- 
chant was Marcus M. Marks. 

‘“‘The Jew is a cosmopolitan by nature,” 
said Major Putnam. ‘“ By experience and 
tradition he is more than others free from 
the selfishness that is a part of national 
patriotism. He is fitted to feel the citi- 
zenship of the world. He is: fitted to 
sympathize with the new ideal of inter- 
national peace and to further that ideal 
with his enormous international influ- 
ence. With his prominence in the news- 
paper world he is in a powerful position 
to sway public opinion. I heard it said in 
London that if certain six bankers— 
most of them Jews—said that there should 
be no war, there would be no war.’’ 

To Dr. Holt was assigned the task of de- 
fining the legal’ aspect of the question. 
War was perfectly legal, he said, and 
would remain so until there was an inter- 
national code with sanctions, 

‘-International organization is coming 
surely,’’ he said. ‘‘ A union of nations is 
possible on the analogy of the union of the 
thirteen original Colonies, which were fur- 
ther apart, lacking a century of modern 
inventions, than the nations of the world 
to-day. The Colony of New York was fur- 
ther from the Colony of Virginia. than 
the State of New York is to-day from any 
nation of Europe. 

“ The United States, which is thus the 
world in miniature, seems destined to 
lead in the cause of international peace.’’ 

Speaking of the moral aspect of inter- 
nativnaj peace, Dr. Holmes said: 

“We look at the thumbscrews in 
museunis curiously. Your children and 
mine will look upon the implements of 
war, the stained and tattered flags, and 
ask if we were civilized. War is im- 
moral, and when we téar the veil of 
romance from our eyes and look the god 
of war in the face we see what a foul 
=a it Is. 

“We are learning that it is not moral, 
and*the day will come when it shall not 
be legal. Many ‘things that were once 
legal were never moral. Many things are 
done even in churches and synagogues 
that are-not moral. When a preacher 
speaks for war and armaments as did 
Archbishop Ireland recently, I call him an 
immoral citizen and a faithless priest. 

“The most blasphemous remark that 
ever passed human lips was that of Na- 
poleon Bonaparte when he said, ‘God is 
on the side of the heaviest batallions.’ 
That is not the gospel of Israel nor the 

ospel of. Christianity. But the heaviest 
nductment against war is simply this, 
that war is murder—murder in interna- 
tional relations.’”’ 

here was. much hand-clapping when 
Major Putnam declared in introducing 
Mrs. Mead that he, among the others, be- 
lieved that when- women get the vote they 
would not register it for war. Mrs. Mead 
dwelt on the wastefulness of war. 

“ All that our country is doing for the 
war against tuberculosis would not pay 
to build one battleshin.’” she said, “ yet 
the number of Americans who have died 
k-by foreign bullets in all our history is 
only 15,000, and the number of Americans 
who die every year of tubercylosis is ten 
times as great.’’ 

Mr. Marks vowed that she was the 
best posted woman in the country on the 
peace question and that he hated to talk 
at all after such authorities as had spoken 
before him. They had asked him to 
speak on the “ practical aspect.” 

‘The Nation is but a combination of 
individuals.”’ he. argued, ‘‘and as indi- 
viduals have long since ceased to fortify 
their houses and to carry swords, so is it 
not reasonable for us to expect that some 
day, and perhaps soon, the nations will 
lay aside their armies and their navies? 
As the individuals have set up courts 
within the nations to settle all their dif- 
ferences, so will the nations one day set 
up a court and give it power.’’

“Only two weeks ago,” she explained 


later, ‘‘I learned that the decree I got 
two years ago from my former husband 
had never been filed by my lawyer. I 
feared that my second marriage was ILle- 
gal and my little child illegitimate. Now 
the court says everything will be made 
all right.’’ ; 

Most of the gathering consisted of law- 
yers and their clerks, and to them Justice 
MecCall said: 

“The court wants to call the attention 
of the bar to the accumulation of cases 
in which the final decrees of divorce have 
not been entered. This neglect has caused 
a dangerous and serious complication. I 
do not believe. as has been intimated, that 
this dangerous and unfortunate complica- 
tion is due to any improper motive on the 
part of members of the bar, but that it is 
due to carelessness. 

‘* Several cases have come to our notice 
in which persons have remarried and had 
children of the second marriage in which 
the decree was never filed. Such a situa- 
tion is apalling and must be stopped. f 
desire the members of the bar to co-oper- 
ate with the court and to aid the court 
in clearing up these cases.’”’

In a great 
many of the cases orders of discontinu- 
ance were signed upon the representation 
that the litigants were reconciled, or that 
one of them had died.

Justica Seabury, presiding at the trial, 
will also make use of the delay in satis- 
fying himself as to the condition of the 
prisoner. Robin himself now says he is 
Sane. He has been declared so by a Gen- 
eral Sessions jury, but thirteen alienists 
of repute have found him insane. Justice 
Seabury has had the opportunity of ob- 
serving Robin in court for two days, and 
he will take steps to satisfy himself that 
he is in a fit condition to go to State 
Prison before imposing sentence. 

The disclosures which Robin has prom- 
ised to make to the District Attorney 
were begun yesterday afternoon. He was 
brought across from the Tombs to the 
District Attorney’s office and was joined 
there by his sister, Dr. Louise Robino- 
vitch, and his ex-private secretary, Mrs. 
Dorlan. Assistant District Attorney 
Clark, who has been engaged in looking 
into the affairs of the Carnegie Trust 
Company, questioned him.

The District Attorney is convinced that 
the aged Williamsburg couple, the HKa- 
binovitches, are really the parents of 
Robin and his sister, but as the old man 
is too old to testify, the possibility of 
convincing a jury by the evidence of Mrs. 
Rabinovitch against the word of Robin 
and his sister does not appear promising. 
Moreover, Mr. Whitman believes that Dr. 
Robinovitch in making the affidavit. was 
entirely carried away by her affection for 
her brother. It is likely that he will ask 
the court to dismiss the indictment. 

When Justice Seabury took his seat 
yesterday morning there were many ru- 
mors as to the result of a conference held 
the evening before in his chambers by Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman, Mr. Jerome, and 
S. J. Goldsmith, counsel for Robin! in his 
bankruptcy proceedings. It was said that 
it had been agreed that the defendant 
should plead guilty, and. the court was 
crowded to see the outcome of the trial. 


Robin Shows Animation. 


The demeanor of Robin, as he was 
brought in between two warders, had 
changed considerably from the Istlessness 
he displayed during the impaneling of the 
jury. He took a keener interest in the 


roceedings and no longer sat crouched 
n his chafr. The first intimation that 
something out of the ordinary was about 
to occur was the rising of Mr. Jerome. 

“ Matters have transpired in relation to 
this case, your Honor,” he began, “‘ which 
make ft necessary for me to make a state- 
ment. When this defendant was arrested 
T went into the case at the request of 
his friends. After the indictments were 
found, I entered a plea of not guilty in 
his behalf with leave to withdraw within 
ten days. When the tenth day came, I 
was convinced that he was insane and 
I declined to act except under direction of 
the court.” 

Mr. Jerome outlined the proceedings in 
the case and his own attitude, insisting 
that he had consistently held that the 
defendant was not fit mentally to consult 
with his counsel, and that he himself had 
continued in the case simply because he 
was assigned to it by the court, 

“After impaneling the jury,” he galid, 
““my opinion remains unchanaed. Be- 
fore proceeding further I feel I have per- 
formed all the duties imposed on me ag an 
officer of the court under the assignment 
of the court As his nearest friend and 
relative his sister, Dr. Louise Robino- 
vitch, and the defendant himself, now 
desire that he shall be represented in 
this court by Mr. Goldsmith, if the court 
will relleve me I will withdraw from the 
case. 

After acknowledging the courteous 
treatment he had received from the court 
Mr. Jerome sat down. Justice Seabury 
returned his compliment and said: 

“It is only fair to relieve counsel of 
the obligations of the assignment, in view 
of the desires of the defendant and of his 
sister, as well as the counsel for the de- 
fenee. I will grant the request.” 

Robin arose and stepped up to the rail 
in front of the clerk's table. He fumbled 
in his Mner coat pocket and pulled out a 
manuscript. He bowed to the Judge and 
asked permission to make a statement. 
Justice Seabury, however, interrupted him 
hurriedly. 

“TIT don’t think such a statement ought 
to be made now,” his Honor said. Mr. 
Jerome waved Robin back to his seat and 
he subsided, sinking back inte the listless 
position he had maintained in the first 
two days of the trial. The statement he 
wished to make, it was learned afterward 
consisted of a denial of certain state. 
ments as to his mental condition contained 
in the newspapers and an indignant con- 
tention that he was sane and had never 
tried to simulate Insanity. 


Court Scores Newspapers, 


Justice Seabury referred to these same 


newspaper reports. Turning to the jury 
he said: 

“ Unfortunately the law in this State is 
powerless to protect the course of justice 


from such gross abuse as is corttained in 
certain articles published this morning in 
certain newspapers. It seems strange that 
what was a private conference should 
have been spread in the newspapers. It 
might have been a serious menace to the 
due course of justice. It is unfortunate 
that there is not a law in this State to 
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enable the court to protect its own dig- 
nity, as there is in England and in several 
of the States. I want to say that such a 
law should be on the statute books of this 
State.’’

The court granted Mr. Whitman’s re- 
quest, and after briefly thanking the 
jurors for their straightforward answers 
to questions of counsel, adjourned court 
till March 27. 

After the Judge had left the bench 
tobin remained for some time seated in 
the courtroom talking to Dr. Louise 
Robinovitch and Mrs. Dorlan.

No Hisses This Time. 


As Robin was taken back to the Tombs 
the hisses from bystanders, which had 
greeted him om former occasions, were 
missing. Dr. Robinovitch went to the 
prison with her brother and remained 
there for more than an hour. When a 
request was made that Robin see the re- 
porters, he sent them down this note: 

** Mr. Robin wishes to be as courteous as 
possible, but in 
unfounded, and utterly 
attributed to him in a morning newspaper, 
when as a matter of fact Mr. Robin did 
not open his mouth to say a word to a 
single soul outside of his counsel, the 
Judge, and his sister, last night, he must 
regretfully decline to see newspaper men 
since his case is: still before the court.” 

One of the principal reasons that led 
Robin to change his plea was that he 
found that his defense was likely to be 
made entirely on the plea of insanity. 
He believed that Mr. Jerome did not in- 
tend to dispute the merits of the trans- 
action, the alleged stealing of $27,000 from 
the Washington Savings Bank, on which 
he was indicted, although Mr. Goldsmith 
said yesterday a satisfactory explanation 
of it might have been made. He faced 
in consequence either conviction after a 
long trial, which would probably mean 
the full sentence of ten years, or an ac- 
quittal on the ground of insanity, and an 
indefinite detention in Matteawan. 

Robin has always declared himself per- 
fectly sane, and in such a case he held it 
better to plead guilty and trust to the 
court taking into consideration the fact 
that he saved the State the cost of a 
prolonged trial rather than leave himself 
only the alternative of Sing Sing or Mat- 
teawan. Robin has also always resented 
the imputation that he has been sham- 
ming insanity. 


Alienist Sticks to It. 


‘In an interview yesterday Dr. Austin 
Flint, the alfenist, who has had several 
opportunities of examining Robin, touched 
on this very line of reasoning as falling 
into line with the regular symptoms of 
& paranolac. 

“* Robin,’’ he said, ‘‘ from the first time 
T saw him in my office on Dec. 21 till 
my last examination in the District Attor- 
ney’s office on Feb. 25 with Drs. Mac- 
donald and Mabon, has always denied that 
he is insane. On the last occasion he was, 


as a test, accused of shamming. He 
denied it and declared that his three ex- 
aminers had at last admitted that he was 
sane and that he would confront: them 
with it if they testified that he was in- 
sane. He pointed out, moreover, that 
there was no motive for him to plead in- 
sanity, as conviction meant a short term 
in prison and acquittal for insanity meant 
incarceration for life in Matteawan: 

‘‘A criminal paranoiac always bitterly 
resents a defense of insanity, and the 
history of paranoia abounds in cases in 
which this defense has been resisted even 
at the risk of a defendant’s life, and 
they have pleaded guilty in criminal 
charges. Witness the Thaw case, It is 
quite consistent with the theory of Rob- 
in’s mental disorder that he should ad- 
mit shamming and plead guilty—the lat- 
ter so as to assist in exposing the in- 
iquities of those who, he declares, have 
been conspiring and working against him.’’ 

Dr. Flint concluded by reasserting his 
belief in Robin's insanity, and declared 
that his action and that of his friends in 
reference to the change of plea was per- 
fectly reasonable and logical. 

District Attorney Whitman, however, 
believed that he had testimony which 
would completely offset any of the views 
of the alienists. Dr. Lyman A. Cheney, 
Secretary of the Washington Savings 
3ank, was to have gone on the stand to 
tell of all that he had observed of the de- 
fendant in an intimacy extending over 
eleven years, in two of which Robin oc- 
cupled the same apartments with him. 
Dr. Cheney was prepared to testify that 
he had neyer seen anything itn Robin’s 
actions or demeanor to suggest that he 
was not entirely in his right mind, and 
his testimony would have ranked with 
that of the experts, as he was for many 
years connected with the Manhattan State 
Hospital on Ward’s Island. 

The other indictments against Robin. 
it is understood, will not be brought to 
trial now. There are six others, and if 
he was convicted of these his sentences 
would far exceed a lifetime. 


ZELAYA DENOUNCES TAFT. 


Declares In Widely Distributed Pam- 
phiet We Want Central America. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 1.—In a six- 
teen-page pamphlet, bearing the title 
“Refutation of the Statements of Pres!- 
dent Taft,” received here to-day from 


Brussels, José Santos Zelaya, exiled ex- 
President of Nicaragua, bitterly denounces 
President Taft and this Government's 
“policy of aggression” {in Latin America. 

He brands President Taft as a slan- 
derer; accuses the United States Govern- 
ment of having “shamelessly aided the 
rebellion” in Nicaragua, and of having 
bought consciences to further {ts scheme 
of aggrandizement, and warns Latin 
Americans that the purpose of the Taft 
Administration is to seize the Central 
American republics. 

Zelaya’s attack upon the Taft Adminis- 
tration was called forth by what he terms 
“unjust accusations, full of bitterness 
against mé,’’ contained in the President's 
annual message to Congress. In that 








message President Taft referred to Zelava | 


as “tho disturber of Central America.” 
and said the people of Nicaragua were 
finally driven into rebellion by his lawless 
exactions, and that Zelaya violated the 
laws of warfare by the “ unwarranted 
execution of two American citizens who 
had regularly enlisted in the ranks of the 
revolutionists.”’ 

Zelaya discusses America’s 
ence’’ in Cuba, Santo Domingo, Panama. 
&c. In place of the Monroe Doctrine, he 
says, the United States Government has 
adopted a polity of “America for the 
Yankees.” Referring to the recent Nica- 
reguan revolution. which finally brought 
about his downfall, Zelaya says: 

“ The United States Government shame- 
lessly aided the rebellion. It took the 
part of the rebels against my Govern- 
ment; it bought consciences, promising 
the intriguants to give them the country 
in return for concessions ruinous “to it. 

“The battle was unequal, and my with- 
drawal from power, of which President 
Taft gives a false explanation, only took 
place when I had acquired the conviction 
that it wag impossible to undo the web of 
treason and small villainies which the 
United States Government had plotted for 
the misfortune of our unhappy countrv.” 

The pamphlet has been widely distributed.

| ALBANY, March 1.—Any one accepting

sine die without electing a suc-

M. Depew, leaving the Republicans, who 
undoubtedly will control on a joint bal- 
lot next year, to elect a Republican. 
“It looks as though the deadlock would 
so on indefinitely,’’—this phrase uttered 
with bitterness or indifference came from 
most of the Tammany law-makers to-day 
when questioned regarding the probable 
effect of the Sheehan letter on the Sena- 
torial situation. For afl that, there is a 
distinct feeling at the capital that some-

for the purpose of preventing an adjourn- 
ment of the joint session next week after 
the first ballot had been taken and keeping 
the joint assembly together until an en- 
durance test had established the fact that 
Mr. Sheehan cannot. be elected. The ru- 
mor sent a number of the Tammany legis- 
lators scurrying in all directions to but- 
tonhole Republicans and . ascertain 
whether the report was well founded or 
no? 

It was with great rellef that they 
learned that there was no foundation for 
the report. It is a fact that a good many 
of the legislators from Mr. Murphy’s own 
balliwick are weakening. In their sadher- 
ence to the caucus pledge and éagerly 
looking for an opportunity to desert Mr. 
Sheehan, As far as the up-State Demo-

URGE REMOVAL OF TRACKS. 


Hearing In Albany on the Eleventh 
Avenue Case.

ALBANY, March 1.—With Clarence J. 
Shearn as chief orator, a delegation of 
New Yorkers appeared before the As- 
sembly Railroads Committee to-day to 
urge favorable action on the Boylan bill, 
designed to force the removal of the New 
York Central tracks from Eleventh 
Avenue.

PENSIONS FOR FIREMEN. 


Three-Fourths of Salary for Injured 
Man Provided In New Bill.

ALBANY, March L — Assemblyman 
Breanan introduced a bill to-day pro- 
viding that in case a member of the Fire 


Department of New York is permanently 
disabled in the performance of duty he 
shall receive a compensation equivalent 
to three-fourths'of his salary. 

In a bill introduced by Assemblyman 
La Rue the State Water Supply Commis- 
sion is directed to investigate the practi- 
cability of the development of water 
power on the Niagara River by the State. 

A bill introduced by Assemblyman Mc- 
Keon would create a commission com-

It followed 
the presentation by the Barge Canal Ter- 
mina] Commission of its final report, thus 
automatically ending the official life of 
that body and leaving the location and 
construction of the terminal facilities 
completely in the hands of the Demo- 
cratia majority.

Leader Robert F. Wagner of the Senate, 
who after it had been acted upon favor- 


ably said, referring to the angry debate 
in The Senate yesterday and the advance- 
of the bill:

It has has- 
tened this report and removed one vexing 
problem from our path.” 

The uselessness from a purely practi-

‘What is the use of the bill now that 
the commission has rendered its final re- 
port?’’ said Senator Ramsperger, one of 
the introducers. ‘‘It seems as though the 
opposition was just waiting to give us a 
bedy blow by presenting its report at his 
time.’’ 

Dix Won't Discusses It. 

Gov. Dix when asked to-day whether 
he had anything to say regarding the

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CHANGES IN INSURANCE LAWS 


tate to Have Contro! of Fire Rates— 
: Higher License Fee, Too.

ALBANY, March 1.—Radical changes tn 
the law affecting the fire insurance busi- 
ness are to be made by the Legislature as 
a result of the investigation conducted 
last year by the Merritt Investigating 
Committee. The bills recommended by 
the committee were generally approved 
to-day before legislative committees on 
insurance by representatives of fire in- 
surance companies, brokers and agents, 
and by the State Superintendent of In- 
surance, 

In general the measures greatly increase 
the importance of the Insurance Depart- 
ment as a@ supervising agency, provide 
for the licensing of agents, and give the 
insured a chance to present grievances as 
to rates before the State authorities. 

Alfred Hurrell, who was assistant coun- 
scl of the Merritt Committee, spoke in 
favor of the bills, and offered no ob- 
jection to some of the changes which the

time was fast approaching when the rates 


‘in New York City could not be reduced 


without causing a rise in rates in other 
sections of the State. 

The brokers and agents present did not 
oppose the bill requiring persons who deal 
in fire insurance to be licensed by the 
State. They wanted the committee to 
make the requirements more rigid and to 
increase the cost of licenses in New 
York City from $10 to $25. It was de- 
clared that there were thousands of agents 
who ought not to bein the insurance busi- 
ness, and all believed the proposed legis- 
lation would raise the standard. 

The bill creating the office of State 
Fire Marshal will be discussed at a hear- 
ing next We@nesday. Assemblyman Hoey 
read a letter from Rhinelander Waldo, 
Fire Commissioner of New York City, 
who advised that the Legislature permit 
the city’s Fire Marshal to have inde- 
pendent jurisdiction. 

Assemblyman Hoey to-day fntroduced a 
bill repealing the provisions of the Arm- 
strong Insurance law, which directed life 
insurance compantes to dispose of certain, 
holdings of stocks and bonds before the 
end of the present year. The law would 
compel the sacrifice of securities, and it 
was declared that the disposal of such 
stocks would have a serious. effect on 
the financial market. The proposed law 


would allow the companies to retain their 


holdings of stocks in other corporations. 
Another amendment to the insurance 
law introduced by Mr. Hoey declares poll- 
cies that are issued in cases where @ re- 
bate is given are void. The law now 
makes it an indictable offense to give a 
rebate in connection with a life insur 
ance policy.

The latest letters portray con- 
ditions more alarming than any of those 
previously -written. The refugees fleeing 
southward from the plague districts are 
taking the plague with them, and the In- 
ternational Board of Experts, composed 
of physicians from the leading nations, 
to make its first stand on the 
southern edge of the plague area. 

r. Ross, a missionary in Anhui Prov- 
reported many incidents of the fam- 
“A straw stuck in a wheelbarrow, 
wrote, ‘‘or any piece of furniture sig- 
| nifies that it is for sale. There are chil- 
dren to be seen in the streets with the 
same sign attached to them. I saw two 
of them a few days ago, one in its 
mother’s arms and the other following 
after. A child was sold for a third of a 
pound of bread.’ 

The Rev. William F. Junkin, an Amert- 
can Presbyterian minister, wrote on com- 
pleting a tour of the district of Yaowan, 
where there are 3,000,000 Chinese, that 
nearly all were starving. ‘Already the 
people are reduced to eating roots and 
turnip tops,”’ he wrote, “and this wretched 
diet soon makes them sick; their com- 
plexion changes; their faces take on an 
awful look of hunger which we can all 
recognize instantly W ho have been long 
in the famine zone. Unless food is pro- 
vided soon they will die, stomach trouble 
and weakness being apparently the imme- 
diate cause of death. Tio raise money the 
people have sold the furniture from their 
homes .and even the timber in their 
houses, tearing them down to make them 
marketable, and living now out of doors 
in slush and snow. 

A picture said to be typical of many 
other districts was described in a letter 
from Missionary O. Trudinger of Antung- 
ku, who wrote: 

Many who went south are being forced 
back. and now they simply do not know 
which way to turn. Many people are living 
on only one meal a day, and that scarcely 
worth the name of a meal. The thin, 
sunken faces one sees daily, tell their own 
tale. 1 sent our Bible woman the other 
dav to take a little rice to one of our 
Christians. as she looked so weak, for she 
had a dreadt: ‘| cough. and had been long- 
ing so for better food. The Pible woman 
saw the meal the family was preparing. It 
consisted chiefly of potato leaves. There 
are many in almost as pitiable a plight, 
but we dare not begin to help any, except 
where we can make an excuse of sickness, 
or we would be besieged with applicants.

WITH THRIR BROODS 


Liner Noordam Brings in 350 
Sturdy Hollanders Who Are 
Bound for the West. 








CHILDREN BY THE DOZEN 





A Thrifty Lot of Immigrants, and All 
Happy in the Prospect of Seek- 


ing Their Fortunes. 





The Holland-America liner Noordam 
arrived here yesterday from Rotterdam 
with 414 second cabin passengers, 350 of 
them being sturdy Dutch farmers and 
their families, who are coming here to 
settle in the West. Their coming, it Is 
said, marks the beginning of an exodus 
of about 8,000 farmers from Holland, who 
have been practically forced to leave their 
native land because of the extortion of 
the landholders. 

Immigration officials who inspected the 
arrivals on the Noordam found them ap- 
parently happy in the prospect of taking 
up life in America. Among the single men 
and the heads of families there was an 


average of about $1,000 each, and many 
of the families brought with them their 
household goods. Ali are bound for the 
farm ‘lands of Iowa, Illinois, and Wis- 
consin. In nearly every case the immi- 
grants had friends or relatives living in 
America or the head of the family had 
obtained a farm and then returned for 
his family. 

It was a happy lot that trooped ashore 
when the vessel reached her Hoboken 
pier in the afternoon. It was said that 
save for a few single men the entire ship’s 
list was made up by a few families, and 
there was no evidence of race suicide. 
They came down the gangplank in all 
Sizes. Mothers carried youngsters who 
could not walk and others who could 
toddle held on to the maternal skirts. 
Mr. and Mrs. Teunls Gaalswyk brought 
a elever children and their son John’s 
wife. 

Hendrik Stip and his wife had plenty of 
work keeping their brood of eleven chil- 
dren from straying. Stip came over about 
& year ago and settled, near Hull, Iowa.

GREAT HIGHWAY TO BE BUILT. 


Wational Club Will Begin Work Soon 
on One from New York to Washington. 








Work will be begun next Summer on a@ 
highway between New York and Wash- 
ington, 144 feet wide, and without grade 
crossings, according to H. Douglas Lay- 
man, President of the National Highways 
Club of 115 Broadway, who has been 
interested im the project for the last five 
years.

$5,000 REWARD FOR JEWELS. 


London Insurers Offer That Sum for 
Recovery of Mrs, Drummond’s Gems. 


Supt. Dougherty of the Pinkerton De- 
tective Bureau announced yesterday that 
London underwriters, acting for an insur- 
ance company, had deposited $5,000 with 
his firm, to be given as a reward for the 
recovery of the $130,000 worth of jewels 
which Mrs. Maldwin Drummond lost on 
board the Hamburg-American liner Amer- 
ika last Sunday. 

The notice of reward is published in 
this morning’s Times, with the following 
description of the stolen jewels: 

One three-strand white pearl necklace con- 
taining 283 pearls, interchangeable clasps. 

One ring set with large whole black pearl, 
surrounded with diamonds. 

One ring set with large half white pear, 
surrounded with diamonds. 

Two large black earrings surrounded with 
fair diamonds, (pearls in ring and earrings 
size of dime.) : 

One large V-shaped brooch set with black 

esrls and diamonds, with a pear-shaped 

anging black pear! pendant, (size of dime.) 

Supt. Dougherty said he had been un- 
able to find a single clue which would 
lead to the identity of the person or per- 
sons who stole the jewels. 

The customs officials are interested in 
the case, and have been searching law rec- 
ords to find out what position they will 
take provided the jewelry is recovered in 
this countrv. The case as it stands is an 
unusual one. The pearls were stolen 
on shipboard. and so if the thief takes 
them from the Amerika he is guilty of 
smuggling. Had they remained in the 
possession of rs. Drummond she would 
have had the right as a non-resident to 
bring them in duty free. 

The question which the customs offi- 
cilals had to consider is whether, if they 
were smuggled in by the thief, the Gov- 
ernment would have any ground for seiz- 
ing them and beginning proceedings for 
forfeit. It has been decided, however, 
that there would be no cause for any ac- 
tion except to return them to the owner.

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WAYS WITH TRUSTS. 

Ye is difficult not to admire Aus- 
tralia’s way with trusts—it is so like 
our own. If we had been accustomed 
to exercise delfberation and sanity in 
our battles with the octopus we might 
be fn position to criticise Australia’s 
slashing prohibition of the exploiting 
of fits resources by any trusts, and by 
our Beef Trust in particular. Australia 
will not allow them to acquire any vest- 
ed interests in the Commonwealth, and 
this week it has taken official action 
for their exclusion, and thus for the 
prevention “of the repetition in Aus- 
tralia of the scandals and merciless 
methods characterizing monopolies in 
other parts of the world.” If Australia 
prefers to remain a garden of Hden 
rather than to take together the bitter 
and the sweet of modern industrialism, 
why, it is very much Australia’s affair. 
Withont acquitting our trusts of Aus- 
tralia’s accusations, it may be said that 
they have helped more than they have 
harmed us, and that those who would 
smash or exclude them rather than reg- 
ulate their activities are neither num- 
erous nor highly esteemed. The acts 
which offend Australia are said to be 
preliminary to the opening of the Pan- 
ama Canal, and to be designed to give 
our Beef Trust access to the British 
market via that route. 

Canada’s way with trusts is differ- 
ent. It looks before it leaps, and re- 
gards rather the quality of the acts 
which offend than the form of the 
organization which causes the offence. 
In the first place, a jidgment was 
secured against the obnoxious trust 
—our United Shoe Machinery Company 
—and when the judgment was annulled 
upon appeal legislation to amend the 
deficiencies of the law was enacted. 
This legislation did disband all trusts, 
but provided that anycomplaint against 
any trust should be investigated offi- 
clally before any action was taken.

mendation of this board, the !first ever 
appointed, the Governor General may 
institute competition with the monopoly 
by exempting imports from customs 
duties, revoking patents which protect 
the monopoly, imposing penalties, or 
taking other suitable action. This is 
a safe and sane method of procedure 
compared with ours. We prefer to 
threaten all industry to punish the 
guilty, and we know no other Way than 
to disturb the entire tariff instead of 
those sections applying specifteally to 
thé trust proved guilty. 

Approval of the procedure must be 
distinguished from condemnation of the 
trust in question. It has had much to 
say for itself when similarly accused on 
this side the border, and has shown it- 
self fully capable ef defending its in- 
terests. Very broad questions indeed 
are involved in the complaint that pat- 
ents should not be used to maintain a 
monopoly. The definitiom of a monop- 
oly is something much needed. Perhaps 
Canada will show us the way to deal 
with Our trusts, this trust, and others 
ae well. And perhaps Canada may her- 
self learn something about the impolicy 
of intervening in trade disputes where 
alleged questions of {!mmoral or uncom- 
mercial conduct may turn out to be 
merely matters of business discretion, 
such as any business man might. prac- 
tice himself, and yet seek to prevent the 
same practices by too successful rivals. 
Success is not a defense, nor yet is it a 
crime. Neither is want of success proof 
of virtue, nor ground for restraint of 
enterprise. Canada is taking one-rizht 
way of learning the merits on questions 
which have puzzled us greatly. 





PRESERVE CITY HALL PARK. 

The old bill to encroach on City Hall 
Park with a huge building to house all 
our law courts has obtained a new in- 
troducer to the Legislature in the of- 
ficial person of Senator STILWELL. 

We need the proposed new) court 
house. We need it outside City Hall 
Park. The vast winged structure would 
ocoupy nearly one-half the park when 
completed, destroying utterly the effect 
of the beautiful City Hall, shutting in 
the handsome Hall of Records, damag- 
ing the splendid new Municipal Build- 
ing on Tryon Row, and forbidding the 
development of a civic centre for a 
future population of 15,000,000 New 
Yorkers on the blocks north of Cham- 
bers Street. 

The project fs penny-wise, pound-fool- 
ish. It involves the tearing down of 
the old courts building. Pending the 
erection of the gigantic new court house 
—the new Public Library has taken 
eleven years to complete—the lawyers 
and Judges would be discommoded in 
quarters costing upward of §250,000 
yearly, inconveniently scattered. The 
Bar Association is recorded as opposed 
to the principle of Senator Srrmwertr’s 
bill. The best architects in this coun- 
try oppose it. We need more park 
space, not less. The Mullet Post Office 
ought to go, and, ultimately, all the 
other buildings on City Hall Park save 
the City Hall itself should be removed. 
To cram the great palace of justice into 
the little park space remaining is un- 
thinkable. 
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JOHN MERVEN CARRERE. 

The death of Joon Mmerven CARRERE 
in his very prime, and at a time when 
his sound judgment, his artistic inven- 
tion and taste, and his public spirit were 
most needed in the affairs of this city, 
must be regarded as a public calamity. 
As an architect he had, probably, no 
superior in this country and very few 
equals. In imagination and variety of 
talent he fairly rivaled the late Sran- 
FORD WHITH, but he was a man of 
larger civic influence than Mr. WHIT#, 
of higher aims, and more deeply inter- 
ested in the welfare of the city. There 
seemed to be a great deal of important 
work ahead for Mr. CarrerRpP to do, di- 
rectly in the practice of his own pro- 
fession, and apart from it fn the exer- 
tion of his good influence in vartous 
other channels. He was a man of en- 
ergy and conviction, far-seeing, inde- 
pendent, and strong of purpose. For a& 
quarter of a century he had been of 
great and well-recognized service, and 
he was still a young man. 

The manner of his taking off makes 
the affliction seem greater. In the best 
of health and spirits, with his _active 
mind at work on affairs of great mo- 
ment, he was literally slaughtered with- 
out reason, and the manner of his death 
must ever be remembered as a reproach 
to the government of this city and the 
complacency of its citizens. The speed 
with which the public conveyances are 
driven at danger points is in defiance of 
the law, but the law in this respect fs 
rarely {f ever enforced. The rapid de- 
scent of the slope on Madison Avenue 
above Seventy-second Street by the 
electric street cars has often been com- 
plained of to no avail. The taxicab 
driver who speeded his vehicle reck- 
lessly across Madison Avenue at Seven- 
ty-fourth Street, in front of a south- 
bound electric car, was obeying the un- 
restricted instincts of his kind, and fol- 
lowing the usual ‘custom of public 
chauffeurs. This particular chauffeur 
should be indicted and tried for man- 
slaughter. The motorman should not 
go unpunished. It is time that the let- 
ter of the law regulating street traffic, 
should be enforced, and an example 
made of offenders against it. 

Mr. CARRERE’S brilliant career was 
cut short, but his fame will be endur- 
ing. His memory will survive in splen- 
did monuments. The Public Library 
is the largest and finest of the. build- 
ings -which New York owed to the 
inspiration and skill of CARRERE & 











great beauty and architectural skill. 
Mr. GARRERE will be sadly missed as a 
vital force in the development of the 
city.

SULLIVAN'S . bill 
relating to the in and carrying of 
dangerous weapons. He approves the 
aménded clauses to prohibit the making, 
sale, and possession of sandbags, black- 
jacks, and bludgeons, and the carrying of 
razo™,. stilettos, or other dangerous 
weapons with intent to injure. He ac- 
quiesces in the amendment making it a 
felony instead of a misdemeanor to carry 
Weapons concealed, and a felony for 
aliens to carry deadly instruments in any 
public place. He does not object to the 
requirement to register each sale of a re- 
volver, which might help the authorities 
to run down criminals., Here is his chief 
objection, which we think unsound: 

The clause requiring the dealer to demand 

a permit of a reputable citizen before a sale 
shall be made would not only defeat its pur- 
pose, but @would bring about a condition 
much worSe than now exists. This serious 
condition would be brought about because 
it would be more or less difficult for a law- 
abiding citizen to procure a revolver, while 
the thug could procure one by going to a 
town close by in an adjoining State or writ- 
ing to some miail-order house. The criminal 
class must of necessity take this: trouble to 
procure a revolver, while the respectable 
citigen, who surely has a constitutional 
right to have one {for the protection of his 
home, would not likely go to this trouble. 

Most of the police laws of the States 
already appsgoach uniformity. Our corre- 
spondent presumes that Connecticut and 
other neighboring States would not follow 
the example of New York—a good State 
to begin this reform, for it is the most 
populous—and that a rational firearms 
law would not spread to all the States. 
But it would spread, and quickly. ‘‘ The 
firearms dealers,’ he says, ‘‘are not en- 
gaged in an iniquitous business, and are 
just as anxious for legislation that will 
properly regulate the sale of weapons as 
any other class of men.” Very *good, 
Then they will not oppose a regulation in 
this State, or in any other, that will en- 
able them to know when they sell re- 
volvers that they are, in fact, dealing with 
reputable citizens and not with criminals, 
Mail orders can be similarly restricted by 
Federal enactment. And the respectable 
man who needs a revolver to protect his 
home, and will not take the slight trouble 
involved in securing a permit, does not 
need it very badly.

Does Not Presume to Teach English 
to American Singers. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is only to-day that I read the ac- 
count appearing in Musical America of the 
dinner given recently by the Fraternal 
Association of Music Teachers, at which 
the principal topic of discussion was 
‘“‘Opera in English,” and that one con- 
tribution was a paper sent by Mr. David 
Bispham (unable to be present at the din- 
ner and read by Mr. Gareissein.) I note 
that Mr. Bispham, after paying a tribute 
of admiration to my singing, tried to heap 
ridicule on me on the assumption that I 
pretend to teach English pronunciation 
to American singers. Now, this is quite 
untrve. Two years ago in Chicago, at a 
banquet tendered to me by the Press 
Club of that city, I first expressed my 
opinion that the English language is 
singable and that singing in English 
should be quite enjoyable. The somewhat 
indefinite color of some of its vowels, its 
guttural sounds with their tendency to 
prevent the bringing of the voice to the 
front of the mouth, I said, will no more 
be a handicap to the production of a 
beautiful tone and to the rendering of the 
legato style. if the singer will submit to 
@ proper training of his voice and will 
make a special study of articulation. 

When I returned to this country last 
November, I decided to give a public 
demonstration of my ideas as to singing 
in English at my recital in Carnegie Hall. 
On the morning following the recital, I 
whs surprised to read in several New York 
papers, that I had sung with an excellent 
pronunciation and that my diction might 
put most of the native singers to shame. 
I was surprised at such opinions as well 
as I am now surprised to learn that Mr. 
Bispham has chosen to attribute to me 
the pretension of teaching American 
singerg how to sing in English and the 
American people how to pronounce their 
own language. 

Mr. Bispham, on the other ‘hand, found 
it necessary to state “In his oration that 
I “sang with an accent and manner 80 
foreign as to bé laughable.” The disa- 
greement between the opinions of Messrs. 
Rawling, Henderson, Krehbiel, Sanborn, 
&c., awd that of Mr. Bispham, is rather 
striking. But this is the only thing fn the 
whole matter that does not come to me &s 
a surprise. In fact it may be said that 
the artists never agree with the critics 
except when they are the recipients of the 
praises of the latter. 

Mr. Bispham in his paper puts this ques- 
tion: ‘‘ What would be thought if I went 
to Italy to teach people how to pronounce 
Italian?’’ Incidentally, I could answer 
Mr. Bispham that in Italy (a country 
much more sectional than America) no- 
body is tolerated on the lyric stage unless 
he can pronounce Italian well, but should 
we be unable to speak our language well 
and should we discover that an American 
could teach us how to pronounce it cor- 
rectly in singing, we would no doubt 
welcome and bless him. It is not Italy 
that has not yet understood that * chau- 
vinisme”’ in art’ (and in America there is 
unfortunately an abundance of it) is per- 
haps the most gerious handicap to the 
development of the artistic possibilities 
of a country. But I do not want to enter 
such a discussion. I am satisfied with 
stating bilby to teach | that I never 
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claimed ability to teach English diction 
to American singérs. 

Therefore, the adjective “ridiculous ”’ 
was improperly used by Mr. Bispham, to 
qualify an attitude that I never assumed. 

Thig being the case, there is no reason 
for further comment on Mr. Bispham’s 
paper. There is, however, another point— 
perhaps the main point—which fustifies 
at least to a certain extent, what Mr. 
Bispham has expressed in his paper and 
even the ‘‘clearness and eloquency’”’ 
with which—according to Musical America 
—it was read by Mr. Gareissein. From the 
words of Mr. Bispham it appears that he 
is almost in despair over the possibility 
of a large ‘“‘ backing of money” for an in- 
stitutiqgn headed by me with the purpose 
of giving opera in English, and “ calls to 
account the Americans who have sug- 
gested such a thing.’ 

Now, I do not know Mr. Bispham per- 
sonally, but I sincerely wish to be on 
the best terms with him. Therefore 1 am 
quite willing to turn the Americans ‘in 
question over to him. I am an extremely 
busy man. 

Let Mr. Bispham assume the adminis- 
tration and reap the glory. I ask merely 
not to havs assigned to me things that I 
never sald.

franchis@ it may interest your readers to hear 
the latest report of the, canvass among these 
women, who have already had the vote for 
years in municipal elections—though, as a 
matter of fact, like most enfranchised women, 
when not bullied, they make small use of the 
ballot. At first it looked as though 12 per 
cent, of the women municipal electors desired 
the. parliamentary vote, but now that the an- 
swers from forty-four districts of all sorts are 
on hand, the percentage of thosp declaring 
for suffrage drops below 11 per cent. of the 
electorate. Out of 41,757 women canvassed 
only 5,579 were for the extension of their 
franchise. Even more starting, perhaps, is 
that 18,850 were actively opposed to the suf- 
fragé, while 12,621 were too indifferent to 
answer. In fact, of those who cared enough 
to reply over 64 per cent. were opposed, and 
over 16 per cent. neutral, leaving lesa than 
20 per cent., even of those dnterested in the 
subject, {n favor of the Conciliation bill. 

But in England, as in New York State, an 
active minority are forcing this subject upon 
a large majority, who not only don’t want 
the vote, but don’t want to waste time and 
strength arguing and fighting about a vote. 
Yet, year after year, our Legislature is called 
upon to give up many hours to futile discus- 
sion of a matter on which we have had sixty 
years to make up our minds, and year after 
year the legislators insist that they cannot 
refuse the appeal of the Suffragists unless a 
good representation of the rest of womankind 
puts In an appearance, and defends their po- 
sition. And for this trying and unpleasant 
sacrifice of their; feelings active Anti-Suffra- 
wists get every year the same reward. The-e 
is always some one to say: ‘‘ Only another kind 
of katabolic woman,’’ or ‘“‘ Perfectly fllogical 
—they go into public life to say they can’t 
go into it.’’

S Taxes In the Suburbs. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

Permit me to take advantage of your forum 
to discuss an important phase of the recent 
increase in realty assessments, viz., its social 
consequences. Under the present equalization 
plan the largest itnorease of assessed valuation 
has fallen upon New York’s suburbs, which 
are nearly all residential in character. These 
eections have been populated by homeseekers 
from.the centres of Manhattan and Brooklyn; 
a legitimate overflow created by congestion, 
discouraged by urban home conditions, and 
putting forth their little migrations each year 
in search of something better. I think the 
motive to seek the suburb !s almost always 
meant for social betterment. SBetter air and 
surroundings for the children, a larger hearth- 
stone, more privacy, a bit of nature, (however 
artificial) these are a few of the homely mo- 
tives that built up our detached sections. 

Y will admit that in the past certain depart- 
ments of the City Government have aided and 
encouraged this segregation. The Board of 
Health figures show that 95 per cent. of us 
are livt¥e in a sticky aggregation: existing in 
layers, as it were. Less than 2 per cent of 
us own our own homes. The unfortunate re- 
sult of tax equalization is to hinder this epread- 
ing out. by intimidation. It is a matter of reo- 
ord that suburban taxes in Greater New York 
have been increased from 20 to 800 per cent. 
in one big gulp. I contend, therefore, if 
equalization is just, it should be made by a 
gradual process. <A private oorporation dare 
not enter a new territory with unattractive 
terms; why should the mnicipal one make 
them so formidable? Why not equalize the 
city’s sootal and financtal functions a bit more 
equitably?

At the American Art Galleries an exht- 
bition of ancient faiences and glass is 
open to the public until the dates of sale, 
March 6 and 7. The collection belongs to 
MM. Tabbagh Fréres of Paris and New 
York, and includes some very beautiful 
pieces Among the specimens of glass are 
&® number that rely upon their original 
beauty and not upon the wonderful patina 
contributed by time for their interest. 
One of these is the Murrhine bow! of the 
first century A, D., cup-shaped with a 
whitish ground, mottled in dark brown, 
spotted with cream color. Another is an 
EHgyptian essence vase, of dark green and 
white glass, decorated with a “ bird’s 
feather’’ pattern in white enamel glas@ 
incorporated with the surface, but net 
extending through the whole thickness. 

The faiences of Persia and the Cau. 
casus are nobly represented. The cata. 
logue informs us that less than a decade 
ago the lustreless ware of Rhages was 
known to the Western public only by a 
few fragments of a bow] preserved in the 
British Museum, and that only a few 
pieces ¢f the lustred ware were accessible, 
one of the finest of them (now in the 
Louvre) coming from the collection of 
the late Charles A. Dana. Even now th@ 
fine examples of lustreless ware are very 
limited. The rich and grave coloring 
and the forms, both massive and deli- 
cate, give to the assemblage of these 
wares, whitch belong to a period ranging 
from the ninth to the twelfth century, 
an impressive effeot. 

There are also several cases of Persi 
manuscripts, one of which neionsed 
three Eastern monarchs in turn, and hag 
autograph inscriptions by two, and ther@ 
is a fine group of antique rugs. 


Medern Paintings. 


Upstairs is a collection of modern paint. 
ing# that are to be sold on the evening 
of March 7, having no great distinction 
as @ whole, but including a few intere 
esting sanvases, one, & very brilliang 
little Troyon called ‘“‘ Going to Market,” 
and showing a woman seated on a donkey 
with her panniers of vegetables on either 
side. The donkey is traveling away from 
the spectator, and the light shines bright.

M. Hampden Houseman of the firm of 
Houseman & Kennedy, promoters, died 
suddenly in his apartments in the New 
Wesfon Hotel, 31 East Forty-ninth Street, 
last night. Mr. Houseman was 638 years 
eld and had been in this city for seven 
years, during which he had been active 
in promoting the Alaska Yukon Rail- 
road and other enterprises.

J. M. CARRERE DIES 
OF. HIS INJURIES 


Never Fully Conscious After His 
Taxicab Accident Two 
Weeks Ago.

FAMILY AT HIS’~ BEDSIDE

Career of the Architect Who Has Left 
Notable Publle and Private Work 
as His Memorial. 





John Merven Carrere, senior member of 
ihe architectural firm of Carrere & Hast- 
ings of this city, died at 7:40 o’clock last 
night in the Presbyterian Hospital, where 
he had been confined for several days 
as the result of a taxicab accident at 
Seventy-fourth Street and Madison Ave- 
nue on the night of Feb. 12, in which 
he was thrown to the street and suf- 
fered a scalp wound in the back of the 
head and concussion of the brain, which 
resulted in his death. 

At Mr. Carrere’s bedside when the end 
camé were his mother, Mrs. John Car- 
rere; his wife, his two daughters, the 
Misses Annie M. and Marion Dell Car- 
rere; his brother, Harry M. Carrere, and 
Dr. John A. Hartwell, the family physi- 
clan. 

Mr. Carrere was returning from the 
home of Donn Barber, the architect, at 
175 East Seventy-fourth Street, where he 
had dined, when the accident ocourred. 
He had entered a taxicab and was cross- 
ing Madison Avenue at Seventy-fourth 
Street, when the automobile was struck 
by a southbound car. Mr. Carrere was 
thrown ten feet to the street. Mr. Bar- 
ber, who was standing on his stoop, wit- 
nessed the accident, and with the assist- 
ance of Patrolman Monohan of the East 


Sixty-seventh Street Station, carried the 
architect back to his home. An ambu- 
lance was called from the Presbyterian 
Hospital and he was rushed to the operat- 
ing table at the institution. He was 
worked over during the greater part of 
the night by five physicians, including 
Drs. John A. Hartwell, Ellsworth Eliot, 
and John S. Thatcher, but the physicians 
failed to revive him. 

Since the accident Mr. Carrere had mo- 
ments of semi-consciousness, but could 
not recognize those about his bed. On the 
morning of Feb, 14, after his skull had 
been trephined to relieve @ pressure on 
the brain, Dr, Hartwell tried to learn 
whether or not his patient was conscious 
of what was being said to him. He placed 
his mouth close to the ear of the archi- 
tect and grasping his hand, requested Mr. 
Carrere to press his hand if he heard his 
voice. Dr. Hartwell replied that he was 
conscious of a slight pressure, which re- 
vived his hopes of Mr. Carrere’s recovery. 


Never Fully Conscious. 


Throughout his confinement the condi- 
tion of the architect was uncertain. He 
rallied frequéntly and seemed to gain 
strength, but at no time was he fully 
conscious. On Saturday last’ a hurried 
consultation was held by the physicians 
of Presbyterian Hospital, when it was 
decided that the performing of an im- 


mediate operation was necessary. But the 
atient was'so weak that this could not 

e done. On Sunday morning hope for 
his recovery was abandoned, and he sank 
rapidly till the end came last night. The 
mother, wife, daughters, and brothers of 
the dying man practically made the hos- 
pital their home during the last thirty- 
six homrs of his illness. Afterward they 
returned to the Carrere residence, 19 West 
Thirty-first Street. 

It was Mr. Carrere’s intention to take 
@ European trip four weeks before the 
accident occurred, but he abandoned the 
idea when his partner, Thomas I[lastings, 
was confined to his bed with typhoid fe- 
ver. The date for sailing was postponed 
y ole Feb. 13, the day following the acci- 

ent. 

The funeral wilk be held in Trinity 
Chapel, in West Twenty-fifth Street, on 
Friday morning at. 11:30 o’clock. The 
burial will be at the convenience of the 
family. 


Mr. Carrere’s Oareer. 


John Merven Carrére, as a member of 
the architectural firm of Carrére & Hast- 
ings, had for many years been one of the 
best known figures in the artistic circles 
of this city. Not only as an architect. but 
also as one who was deeply interested in 
ail that pertained to art in its widest 
sense he had done good work, and his 
pergonal popularity among his associates 
made his influence in the public move- 
ments in which he was interested very 
great. 

He was born in Rio Janeiro, Brazil, on 
Noy. 9, 1858, but both his parents, John 
Merven Carrére and Anna Louisa Maxwell 
Carrére, were Americans. On his father’s 
side he was descended from a French 
family that came to this country in the 
French Revolution and settled in Balti- 
more, and he was connected with the 
Walshes, Calhouns, and Buchanans. His 
mother was a daughter of the founder cof 
the house of Maxwell, Wright & Co., of 
which his father became senior partner. 

Mr. Carrére was educated in the public 
schools of Lausanne, Switzerland, and 
at the Institute of Breidenstein, Grenchen, 
and he received his first art instruction 
in the Ecole des Beaux Arts of Paris. It 
was there he met Thomas Hastings, who 
was also a student and was to become his 
partner. Mr. Carrére was in Paris for 
five years, from 1877 to 1882. and his 
studies were directed by Prof Victor Rup- 
rich Robert, Inspector General of his- 
torical monuments in France, and Leon 
Ginain, architect of the School of Medicine 
and of the Museum Galliera and a mem- 
ber of the Institute of France. 

Returning to the United States, Mr. 
Carrére for a year devoted himself to 
the construction of the first panoramas 
displayed in this country, which were 
erected in Chicago and this city. Then 
he went back to the regular course of 
his profession and entered the office of 
McKim, Mead & White, working as a 
draftsman particularly under Mr. Me- 
Kim and Mr. Mead. Here, too, he found 
Mr. Hastings at work, and in the Spring 
of 1885 they decided to set up for them- 
selves. 

Their first notable work was the erece 
tion of two hotels at St. Augustine, Fila. 
the Ponce de Léon and the Alcazar, apd 
the profession watched with a good deal 
of interest to see .exactly the style they 
would follow. It was assumed that, as 
fraduates of the Ecole des Beaux Arts, 
they would raturally adapt French ideas, 
but it was discovered that they had shown 
a great deal of originality, and, while 
showing traces of Spanish influence and 
conforming in some degree to the general 
simplicity of the other buildings of St. 
Augustine, they developed a great deal 
of strength of their own. 


Important Commissions Came Fast. 


The firm at once was recognized as one 
to be reckoned with, and important com- 
missions came fast to the vigorous young 
des.gners. The Methodist and Presby- 
terlan Memorial Churches ina St. Augus- 
tine were also intrusted to them, and 
soon their work was seen in New York 
in such buildings-as the Pierce Buiiding, 
a downtown warehouse, the Mail and 


Express Building, 203 Broadway, dnd 
Henry T. Sloane’s house, in East Seventy- 
second Street. In other cities the firm 
was responsible for the Paterson City 
Hail, the Jefferson Hotel, Richmond, Va.; 
the Laurel-in-the-Pines, Lakewood, N. J.; 
the Central Congregational Church, Provi- 
dence, R. IL, and the Rome High School, 
Rome, N. Y. 2 

Generally speaking, the firm worked 
in the Renaissance style, and adapted it 
to American needs with a sincerity and 
freshness that commended itself to all 
who had longed for the evolution of a 
true American architecture. 

Before they had been long in practice 
they were invited to join in many com- 
petitions. Their chief triumph, by which 
their names will always be remembered 
in this city, was the acceptance of their 
desi for the new Public Library, at 
Fifth Avenue and Forty-second Street. 
In this they adopted the classic style, 
and the purity of its outline and the air 
of dignity and strength it enjoys have 
won .the commendation of critics from 
every land. 


Designed Many Country Houses, 
One of their most important commis- | 
sions in recens yeata wes the design for

made the plans for the Richmond Bor- 
ough Hall. Another notable pbafding 
erected by them was the Life Butwing, 
19 West Thirty-first Street, and their de- 
sign for the National Academy of De- 
sign on Morningside Helghts was ac- 
cepted, although never put into execu- 
tion.

After this 
he was appointed to similar commissions 
for the cities of Baltimore, Md., and 
Grand Rapids, Mich. As _ consulting 
architect for the Government, he designed 
the amnex to the Capitol at Washington 
used as the Senate Office Bullding. As 
Chairman of the Education Committee of 
the Beaux Arts Society he was aggressive 
in @ work that resulted in establishing 
the American prize scholarship in archi- 
tecture, and acted in co-operation to put 


on a firm basis the courses in archi- 
tecture at the universities, He was a 
founder of the Fine Arts Federation of 
New York City and of the Art Commis- 
sion of New York ag 
The honor that Mr. Carrere always sald 
himself he prized most highly was his 
election as an Academictan in the Na- 
tional Academy of Design. He was also 
a member of the National Institute of 
Arts and Letters and a Director of the 
Academy at Rome. He was recently ap- 
pointed a special lecturer in architect- 
ural subjects at Harvard University. 
He was a member of the Architectural] 
League, @ Vice President of the Nationa] 
Sculpture Society, and had been twice 
President of both the New York Chapter 
of the American Institute of Architects 
and of the B2aix Arts Society of New 
York. He was also a member of the 
Century Club, and was one of the found- 
ers Of both the Richmond County Good 
Government Club and the Staten Island 
Club.

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COL. JOSIAH C. REIFF DEAD. 


Old Railroad Financier and Foe. of 
Gould “Grub Staked” Thomas A. Edison 


Col. Josiah C. Reiff, one-time partner of 


Charles Woerishoffer, and one of the last 
surviving warhorses of finance of the 
days of transcontinental railway construc- 
tion, died on Tuesday at the home of Mrs, 
J. Hood Wright, at Fort Washington Ave- 
nue and 176th Street. Col. Reiff was 73 
last October and a bachelor. Of late years 
he had made it a practice to visit at the 
Wright home over Sunday. He was a close 
friend of the late J. Hood Wright, an ex- 
ecutor of his estate, and President of the 
Hood Wright Hospital for twelve or 
thirteen years. He was stricken with 
pneumonia after dinner Saturday night. 

Although Col. Reiff was best known as 
a railroad. financier and market general, 
he will be longest remembered as t 6 man 
who “grub-staked"’ Thomas A. Edison. 
lied funds for thé inventor’s early 
researches into electricity which brought 
forth the automatic telegraph and duplex 
and quadruple telegraphy. He did not fol- 

ison into his work on the elec- 
tric light nor his late experiments in 
wider fields, but up to the time of his 
death maintained his interest in some of 
the Edison telegraphy patents. 

As a silent partner of Woerishoffer in 
the banking firm which was then One of 
the greatest in the Street, he had an ac- 
tive part in some of the famous bear's 





him and was at one time Treasurer of the 
Kansas Pacific Railroad, which he pushed 
through into Denver. It was of this road 
that Jay Gould told on the witness stand 
that when he was induced to purchase it 
he found on an inspection trip the sjdings 
crowded with loaded cars and the stations 
pied high with freight. After paying over 
is money, Gould explained ruefully on 
the stand, he learned that the congestion 
of freight had been carefully stage set 
for his benefit and had been accumulated 
for weeks in advance of his inspection. 
After getting out of the Kansas Pacific, 
Col. Reiff was associated with Gen. Will- 
iam J. Palmer, the Colonel of his regiment 
in the civil war, in building the Denver & 
Rio Grande. The constr on of this road 
was fought not only in Wall Street but in 
the field, and there were pitched battles 
fought between the construction forces of 
Reiff and Palmer and those of the Union 
Pacific party. 
Col. Reiff received his military title for 
allantry on the field. Of late years Col. 
Reiff was less active in the Street and de- 
voted himself to several copper properties 
in which he was interested and in which 
he represented a party of foreign invest- 
ors. e was President of the American 
Copper Mining Company and of the Alpha 
reer Company and a Director in the 
British Columbia Copper Company.

The American weather conditions were 
excellent, with more rain or snow in the South- 
west, and The Northwestern Miller’s special 
crop report stated that the crop outlook in 
Kansas was very encouraging, while in Mis- 
souri and Illinois prospec were all that could 
be desired. The Oklahoma March report made 
a condition of 49, but owing to the recent rain 
a much higher April report was predicted. The 
crop was reported coming up in fine shape since 
the rain. The report from the Northwest on the 
flour situation was very pessimistic. New 
business was reported very scattering and the 
continued weakness in wheat created distrust 
among buyers. An exaggerated sentiment was 
reported on the possible effect of reciprocity. 
The Western receipts of wheat for the day 
were small ang this week have fallen off more 
than 50 per cent. compared with last year. Ex- 
porters reported 15 loads of Manitoba wheat. 
Cash No. 2 red was quoted at 93c, free on 
board; No. 1 Northern, $1.06%; No. 2 hard 
Winter, 9914c; No. 1 Manitoba, $1.01%4. 

CORN—The corn market was active and very 
weak at the opening. Prices broke heavily, but 
at the decline active buying developed, prices 
showing a strong rally in the afternoon. The 
morning decline made new low records for the 
movement on liquidation, the weakness in other 
grain, pressure oi cash corn, and disappointing 
export demand. Receipts have been increasing 
this week at the interior. On the break there 
were reports of 800,000 bushels of corn sold at 
the interior this week for Eastern shipment. 
Some export business, four loads, also devel- 
oped, and there was active covering of shorts 
during the day. No 2 corn was quoted at 516, 
free on board; No. 8, 51c; steamer, 50a, and No. 
4, 48c, all in elevator, export rate. 

Oats were weak, also making new low levels. 
There was heavy selling at the start, with 
prices down about 5c a bushel from the high 
point of January. There developed quite a 
heavy covering movement on the break, prices 
showing a 300d rally toward the close. Cash 
oats continue very dull. Standards were gucted 
at 34%c, No. 2 white 35c, and No. 3 white s4dc. 

PROV ISIONS—The market for hog products 
was very steady all the session, closing with 
most of the advance held. ‘the improvement of 
the market seemed to be due to the continued 
poor movement of hogs this week and to a 
further advance in live hog prices at the yard.

COTTON. 


A further demonstration against the short 
interest occurred during yesterday’s session, 
and, although prices were lower at the outset, 
the result of disappointing Liverpool advices, 
there was a good demand on the recession with 
gains fully maintained until the close. It was 
the belief in some quarters, however, that the 
technical position of the market had been 
weakened as the result of the recent upturn, 
and on this theory there was quite a little 
selling for a reaction: Large interests sup- 
ported values at the start, but during the 
day there was some selling credited to Thomp- 
son and spot interests, but the recessions at 
no time were large. A factor which stimulated 
a good part of the demand in the late afternoon 
was the rumor stating that the reciprocity 
measure would come to a vote in the near 
future, obviating the necessity of an extra 
session of Congress. “This was taken to indi- 
cate that the Scott bill would not come to a 
vote this term an@, therefore, would have Iittle 
influence upon the old crop options. 

New crop months were neglected ¢@uring 
most of the day and further beneficial rains 
in Texas with molsture also noted in Oklahoma 
and sections east of the Mississippi restricted 
outside demand. For a time during the 
early trading there was considerable covering, 
thought to be for the account of Memphis 
shorts, and while the South sold after midday 
pressure was not great. Southern spot ad- 
vices continue generally firm with official quo- 
tations unchanged. It is evident, however, 
that the strength of the near months in New 
York has resulted in a lessening of the dis- 
parity between the local market and the South, 
although values are still on an abnormal 
basis. These conditions and the decreasing 
tendency of New York stocks together with the 
fact that some prominent spot men are dis- 
playing interest in New York spot cotton seems 
to be inspiring confidence. The statistical posi- 
tion of cotton is also commanding unusual 
attention, and this at present is quite firm, 
while in the meanwhile trade conditions are 
receiving less notce. It s generally believed 
that American spinners are agadn cautious, 
as goods have not advanced in sympathy with 
the recent upturn in the raw material and 
some cables recently received from the Conti- 
nent indicate that foreign spinners are not 
inclined to-follow the advancing market. New 
York spot cotton was quiet, .15 advance from 
the previous close.

* Affiliation with the university insures 
eontinuity of method, physicians whose 
hospital duties will come first, the study 
of each patient by all’the means available 
in the laboratories of the college, and tke 
whole work of the hospital carried on, as 
it were, on dress parade, before that most 
critical of all audiences, a group of medi- 
cal students. How can we prophesy who 
will be the greatest gainers—the patients, 
the students, or the American medicine; 
the hospital, the university, or the com- 
munity?” 

In commenting on the affiliation of the 
Presb4terian Hospital with Columbia, Dr. 
Blake said that it had made possible the 
development of a school of medicine sec- 
ond to none. 

= The size and organization of the serv-
